Premier Asqulth's declaration for 
the fullest measure ot self-govern- 
ment for Ireland, supported hy nd- 
dresses from .lohn Redmond, Wln- 
Hton Churchill.

"All tor Ireland." The Premier 
evoked cheera from the Irlah bench, 
beeanse he vaad for tbe first time 
tba words "Irish Parliament" and 
Indicated that the home rule Mil 
would he the first measure In the 
neit session.

Mr. Redmond's speech In support 
of Premier Asqtiith's declarations 
has been pronounced the greatcftt of 
his career. it created ao profound 
an impression that the Liberals are 
having several hundred thousand 
copies ot It printed for distribution 
In the BnglMi eoaatltneneioa. 

Mr. Redmond stated that Ireland 
was ready to enter Into full friend- 
ship with the peo|ile of Kngland, 
and following on I'arnell'H home 
rule speech of IKKt;. he acc«^pio<l,the 
supremacy of th' Imperial Parlia- 
ment. He offered to atrengthen that 
supremacy, if necessary, against the 
danger, real or Imaginary, of Cath- 
olic persecution of tbe Protestant 
minority in tbe Iriab ParUaaMnt.
